As in llie previous issues, summary (aides have been inserted to show Hie 
total figures relating (o area, (In classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each Stale or group of Stales, and the totals for all the reporting 
States. The total ‘dumber of cattle as far as reported in each ol the years 
1000-07 to 1022-23 has also been included intbegener.il snimnai.\ table (No. 1). 
These statistics are defective for comparative purposes, as additions have been 
made in the number of reporting Sfa'es from time to time Two charts and 
an indox for easy leference have, as usual, been added to the volume. 

1 It should be noted Hint, for the reasons explained below, the agricultural 
statistics of Indian States arc incomplete and are of far 'loss accuracy than those 
of British Provinces published in Volume 1. As these States compnse one- 
third of the total area of India, the importance of their statistics in the all- 
India returns can 1 scarcely be over-estimated. 

Tht) total area of Indian Slates is >1(50 million acres (719,000 square miles), 
with a' population of 72 millions according to the Census of 1021. These States 
are divided, for purposes of agrie.ultmal statistics, into two main classes, 
namely, (1) States within the jurisdiction of Local Governments and Adminis- 
tiations, and (2) Stales having dnoet political relations with the Government 
of India.
